NEW DELHI, Nov 6, (Agen- 
cies): Indian naval comman- 
dos today boarded a cargo 
ship carrying Sri Lankan mer- 
cenaries from a failed coup in 
the Maldives and found four 
of their hostages had been 
killed and three were missing, ' 
an Indian government spok- 
esman said. 

Twenty hostages were freed 
and 46 mercenaries surrendered 
when the ship was stormed after 
a chase across the Indian Ocean 
involving Indian frigates and 
rocket-firing anti-submarine air- 
craft. 

The commandos dropped 
from helicopters on to the decks 
of 5,000-tonne Progress Light 
after the Indian Navy rejected 
attempts by the mercenaries to 
negotiate a safe passage to Sri 
Lanka.

One of the wounded was an 
eight-year-old, Deya Abdulla 
Abu Jazar, who was shot in the 
left foot m Rafah, according to 
officials at the Nasser Hospital in 
Khan Yunis. 

Stone-throwing incidents were 
reported in four different areas in 
Gaza city and in Beit Sahur, 
Ramailah and A1 Birch in the 
West Bank. The Army declared 
Ramailah and neighbouring A1 
Bireh closed military areas, 
meaning no one could enter or 
leave, Arab reports said. 

Troops also arrested 45 people 
in Zeila, neat Tulkarem, after 
putting the village under curfew 
and ordering men aged 16 to 32 
to report to a school, Arab wit- 
nesses said. They said the Army 
seized several cars, a move used 
by Israel to force Palestinians to

Iraq, Iran committed 
to ceasefire: UN chief 


GENEVA, Nov 6, (Agencies): 
UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar said yesterday 
that the latest round of Gulf 
peace talks has produced a “reaf- 
firmation of the co mmitm ent” of 
Iran and Iraq to their 2 1/2- 
month-old ceasefire. 

Perez de Cuellar made his 
remarks following a face-to-face 
meeting of the two ministers 
which he mediated, the third 
such session since the Gulf talks 
resumed last Monday. Perez de 
Cuellar then left Geneva for 
Paris, where he was to spend the 
nighL before returning to New 
York today. 

The talks jyere set to continue 
tomorrow with another face-to- 
face session of the two ministers, 
under the mediation of special 
UN representative Jan EHasson, 
Perez de Cuellar said. 

Fragile 

He said the current, third, 
round of talks would end by Nov 
16. The talks are aimed at con- 
solidating the fragile truce that 
went into effect on Aug 20 after 
both sides accepted UN Security 
Council Resolution 598. 

“During the talks which have 
taken place over the last several 
days, I am pleased that we have 
had a reaffirmation of the com- 
mitment to the ceasefire,” Perez 
de Cuellar said. “The political 
determination to abide by the 
ceasefire was very dear during 
the talks.” 

He described the atmosphere 
as “very agreeable” and said 
there had been no recrimina- 
tions. 

During the six days of talks, 
the two sides spelled out their 
positions in detail, he said. But 


you we had fantastic progress,” 
said Perez de Cuellar. 

He said he hoped that “real, 
concrete progress” would be 
made during upcoming meetings 
under Eliasson's supervision. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati told reporters 
after the session that the question 
of troop with drawais still posed a 
problem. 

He reiterated the Iranian posi- 
tion that withdrawal of troops to 
“internationally recognised 
boundaries" should be the next 
step to follow the ceasefire. He 
said this was how UN Security 
Council Resolution 598, which 
spells out the terms for peace in 
the region, was written. 

Iraq has demanded that the 
Shatt A! Arab waterway — its 
only outlet to the sea — be 
immediately cleared of the silt 
and other war debris that is 
blocking it and links this to a 
troop withdrawal. 

Iraq’s Foreign Minister, 
Tareq Aziz, said the talks bad 
been “useful” so far. 

He said that, in a formality, he 
and Perez de Cuellar had exchan- 
ged diplomatic notes on the 
privileges and immunities of the 
UN Iran-Iraq Military Observer 
Group which is monitoring the 
ceasefire.

Bush holds lead 


Democrats expected 
to keep 

control of Congress 



WASHINGTON, Nov 6, 
(Reuter): Whoever wins the US 
presidential election on Tuesday 
seems likely to be dealing with a 
Democratic Congress next year, 
according to the latest polls and 
assessments by experts in both 
parties. 

Democrats are confident they 
will keep and perhaps increase 
their 54*46 Senate majority and 
their 255-177 margin, with three 
vacancies, in the House of 
Representatives. Republicans 
acknowledge they have no 
chance to win the House and only 
a slim shot at taking control of 
the Senate. 


Momentum 


Meanwhile, the presidential 
race has hotted up in frantic last- 
minute campaigning with polls 
still giving Busha healthy lead 
but showing Democrat Michael 
Dukakis gaining support 
A CBS/New York Times poll 
showed Dukakis cutting Bush's 
lead to eight percent from 1 3 last 
week. Bush was given 48 per cent 
to Dukakis's 40 percent. 

The poll of 1,425 probable 
voters also found nearly a quar- 
ter of them still undecided and 
late deciders going to Dukakis 66 
per cent to 44 per cent for Bush. 

A separate CBS poll on Friday 
showed Dukakis cutting Bush's 
lead to seven per cent. 


All 435 seats in the House and 
33 of the 100 Senate seats are at 
stake in Tuesday's election. Sen- 
ators serve six-year terms. House 
members . are elected for two

Democrats now hold 18 of the 
33 Senate seats at stake.

A four-seat Republican gain 
would be enough to control the 
Senate providing George Bush 
wins the White House. His Vice- 
President, Dan Quayle, would 
break ties in favour of the 
Republicans in his constitutional 
role as presiding officer. A five- 
seat gain would give Republicans 
outright control. 


White House spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwater told reporters 
it matched Republican sound- 
ings that he said showed Dukakis 
support surging during the week 
then dropping back. 

“The surge has returned to 
Bush,” Fitzwater said. 

Dukakis grew increasingly 
harsh in a final bid for an upset 
victory, repeatedly accusing 

Bush Of r unning a campaig n of 
distortions and lies. 


But James Baker, Bush's cam- 
paign chairman, said the Duk- 
akis campaign had produced 20 
negative commercials against 
Bush and had broadcast most of 
them. 


To achieve that the 
Republicans would need vic- 
tories in five of the six states 
where incumbents are retiring, 
wins by all 12 of their senators 
who are seeking re-election and 
defeats of at least two 
Democratic senators. It seems an 
almost impossible task.

Vote-counting computers may 
not be safe from viruses 


WASHINGTON, Nov 6, 
(Reuter): Only a few days after a 
“virus'* played havoc with com- 
puters across the United States, 
another set of computers on 
Tuesday will be counting more 
than half of all the votes cast in 
the presidential election. 

According to the manufac- 
turers and election officials the 
computers are virtually virus- 


proof, but critics disagree and 
ibuse. 


insist they are open to abuse. 


The incident raised questions 
about the vulnerability of the 
election vote-counting com- 
puters, said Mae Churchill, 
director of Election Watch, a 
private Los Angeles-based body 
which monitors the integrity of 
the election process. 

“It’s very dosely tied in with 
this breaking story because one 
of the major ways of rigging elec- 
tions is computer viruses,” she 
said. 


Thousands of computers in 
universities and defence research 
centres had to be shut down on 
Thursday as an electronic 
sabotage programme ran riot 
through the telephone-linked 
system. 


“The vulnerability of these 
(computer) systems has been 
known for a long time but 
nobody has thought to apply 
them to the election systems, 
which are just as vulnerable as 
what's happening n^v.”

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COLOMBO, Nov 6, (Agencies): 
At least 153 prisoners escaped 
through an earthen tunnel from a 
military detention camp in 
southern Sri Lanka before dawn 
today, officials said. 

Almost all the escapees had 
been detained on suspicion of 
belonging to the People's Libera- 
tion Front, a Sinhalese radical 
group blamed by authorities for 
more than 500 killings in the last 
15 months, according to the 
officials. * 

Speaking on condition of 
anonymity, they said the prison- 
ers had dug a tunnel at the Pel- 
awatta camp 70 kilometres 
(about 45 miles) southeast of 
Colombo. They offered no fur- 
ther details on the escape. 

Meanwhile, an official report 
said that bombings, shootings 
and s tabbings left 1 2 people dead 
and 14 wounded in the past 36 
hours in Sri Lanka’s ethnic con- 
flicts. 

An Indian soldier, a Sri Lan- 
kan policeman and a Muslim 
civilian were killed in two bomb 
explosions in Trincomalee, nor- 
theast of Colombo on Friday, the 
government's official Lankap- 
uwath news agency said. 


Drug smuggler 
cuts off 


his own tongue 

ISTANBUL, Nov 6, (Reuter): 
An alleged drug smuggler cut 
off his tongue, moments 
before he was seized by Turk- 
ish police, to ensure that he 
could not talk about a heroin 
cache, state radio reported 
today. 

Police told the radio the man 
tried to flush packets of 
heroin down the toilet and 
then cut out his tongue with a 
knife as they raided his apart- 
ment in the Istanbul suburb of 
Atakoy.

The Observer said in today's 
editions that British security 
officers boarded the Iran Air 
plane at London’s Heathrow air- 
port and the hijackers were 
removed, but the incident was 
kept secret and the fate of the 
hijackers was not known. 

The weekly said it obtained its 
account from a passenger on the 
plane, now in Germany, whom it 
did not identify. 

Officials at the British Depart- 
ment of Transport, responsible 
for security at Heathrow, and 
Britain’s Civil Aviation Auth- 
ority said they knew nothing of 
any such incident. 

Takeover 

The Observer said Iran Air 
flight IR-723, flying to Frankfurt 
via Vienna on Oct 22, was taken 
over by two men armed with a 
handgun and a knife about half 
an hour before the plane was due 
lo land at Vienna. It said the 
hijackers* demands were not 
known but the pilot told Vien- 
nese air traffic control he was 
changing course because of bad 
weather. 

The jeL bypassed Frankfurt 
and was heading for London 
when Iranian security guards, 
known as sky marshalls, ended 
tbe hijack, the report said.

Former president will offer apology 

Seoul to solve Chun problem 


SEOUL, Nov 6. (Reuter): South 
Korean authorities, anxious to 
limit the political damage from 
two days of riots calling for the 
arrest of former President Chun 
Doo Hwan. offered hope of a 
solution when President Roh 
Tae-Woo returns from abroad. 

Ruling Democratic Justice 
Party (DJP) leader Yoon Giel- ■ 
Jung told reporters a solution to 
“the Chun problems” was likely 
when the President returns from 
an 1 1-day tour of Asian-Pacific 
nations in mid-November. 

While Roh has been away 
Yoon has exacted Chun’s 
promise to apologise for and 
explain scandals of his right -year 
rule, denounced by protesters as 
corrupt and brutal. 

Yoon said he would act as a 
messenger between Roh and 


Chun to determine the 
and nature of the apology ant 
added, ‘'Former President Chun 
made it clear that he would res- 
pect President Roh’s will and co- 
operate with him.” 

On Thursday and yesterday 
there were violent street protests 
calling for Chun’s arrest. 

Yesterday protesters shouting 
“Arrest Chun Doo Hwan, bring 
down Roh Tae-Woo” tried to 
reach Chun's home in northwest 
Seoul after attending a rally of 
more than 10,000 students, dis- 
sidents and ordinary citizens. 

Some set fire to police boxes 
and skirmished with riotpolicein 
the worst city centre violence 
since anti-Chun demonstrations 
in June 1987. 

On Thursday more than 
20.000 policemen were mobilised 


to block a radical student plan to 
storm Chun's bunker-like 
residence, kidnap him and his 
wife and “execute” the pair. 

No one managed to threaten 
the former leader but 30,000 
students at 101 universities 
across the country staged 
demonstrations, some violent, 
all calling for Chun’s arrest. 

- Slate radio said today senior 
DJP officials were keeping Hues 
of communication’ open with 
Omn and opposition parties to 
limit political damage from the 
violence. 

The crisis surrounding Chun, 
’who has not appeared in public 
since be stepped down from 
office in February, follows 
mounting public pressure on 
Roh lo bring the former general 
to justice. 


Ben Ali takes steps toward democracy 

Tunisia enters a new era 


TUNIS, Nov 6, (Reuter): In its 
first year out from under the 
shadow of former President 
Habib Bourguiba, Tunisia has 
made tentative steps toward 
developing a multi-party 
■democracy aiwkres tormgrespect 
for the law. 1 

^Boorguibaj -who- governed the 
. North African nation almost sin- 
gle-handed for more than 30 
years, lives in retirement but 
memories of his reign are fading 
as President Zine AJ Abidine Ben 
Ali begins to stamp his authority 
on the new era. 

Ben Ali had his ageing 
predecessor removed from 
power on Nov *7, 1 987 saying he 
was senile. He has brought a new 
generation of younger and more 
dynamic leaders — most in their 
50s — to key posts, promising 
greater openness and an end to 


the repressive mood that marked 
the last aimless years of Bour- 
guiba’s government. 

The President, a 52-year-old 
former general and interior mini- 
ster, has released thousands of 
. -political. prisoners, invited, back 
exiles, liberalised the consritu- 
’ tion and’ opened talks with the 
, Islamic militants who obstin-; 
ately defied ' Bourguiba *s 
intolerance. 

He has also affirmed the coun- 
try's Arab and Muslim identity 
which has won applause from 
many Tunisians who felt alien- 
ated by Bourguiba ’s attempts to 
remodel Tunisia as an outpost of 
Europe. 

Opposition leaders said the 
record of Ben All's first year is 
itiveand they will continue to 
: his reform programme. 

But they add that change has 


not gone far enough or fast 
enough. 

“We have the impression it’s 
an uncompleted task ... there’s 
even a danger that the ruling 
party is acting as a brake on tbe 
process in spite of the president's 
intentions,” Islamic Boulahia of 
the main opposition party, the 
Movement des Detnocrates 
Socialises (MDS), told Retuers. 

“The new government has 
taken up the most important 
demands of the opposition but 
the steps have been inadequate,” 
added Communist Party polit- 
buro member Ahmed Ibrahim. 

Diplomats say elements of the 
monarchist tradition linger in the 
government’s approach to 
liberalisation. A bey (king) ruled 
Tunisia for more than 200 years 
and Bourguiba adopted some of 
the bey’s style of government. 


Afghan rebels vow 
to continue fighting 


ISLAMABAD, Nov 6, (Reuter): 
Afghan rebels have vowed to 
fight on until they form a popular 
government and Pakistan said it 
was disappointed by the suspen- 
sion of the Soviet troops withdr- 
awal from Afghanistan 

The rebel alliance's acting 
leader, Sibghatullah Mojaddidi, 
said Moscow’s efforts to protect 
the Kabul government of 
President Najibullah would fail. 

He was commenting on Mos- 
cow's decision on Friday to susp- 
end the troops withdrawal 
because of attacks on its forces 
and civilians by the Western- 
backed rebels. 

“Whether they withdraw or 
continue in Afghanistan, we will 
continue our struggle until we 
have a government according to 
the will of tbe Afghan people,” 
Mojaddidi told Reuters in the 
north-western Pakistani town of 
Peshawar. 

Concern 

Pakistan’s Foreign Minister 
Sahabzada Yaqub Khan said in 
a statement in islarp^hari the 
development was “a matter of 
grave concern and disappoint- 
ment” raising doubts about 
Soviet pledges under UN- 
mediated Geneva accords. 

He also objected to recent 
deployment of new warplanes 
and long-range SS-1 Scud mis- 
siles in Afghanistan and a Soviet 
statement that soldiers complet- 
ing terms of duty there were 
bring replaced. 

- “These developments are a 


violation of the letter and spin i of 
the Geneva agreements,” he said. 

He said tins was also incom- 
patible with ‘'the understanding 
that the only military activity to 
be undertaken by Soviet forces 
would be in defence of their with- 
drawing troops.” 

The rebels have rejected the 


April Geneva accords and have 
pledged to continue fighting 
until they topple Najibullah and 


set up their own Islamic govern- 
ment. 

Escalation 

“The escalation of Soviet 
military activity in support of the 
desperate and isolated- Kabul 
regime militates against an early 
comprehensive settlement,** 
Yaqub Khan said. 

“The only realistic basis for 
such a settlement is the early 
replacement of the present 
repine in Kabul by a represen- 
tative and broadly acceptable 
administration.” 

Mojaddidi, who heads the 
Pakistan-based rebel alliance in 
the absence of current leader 
Burhanuddin Rabbani who is in 
the United States, was asked ifhe 
thought the Soviet troops would 
eventually withdraw by Feb 15. 

“They have to withdraw,” he 
said. “There is no way they can 
stay in Afghanistan. In 10 years 
they could not control 30 per cent 
of Afghanistan. They are trying 
lo preserve this government (of 
Najibullah) for a long time but 
they will not succeed.” 
Meanwhile, a US State Depar- 


tment report lo Congress said 5.5 
million Afghan refugees — one- 
third of those who lived in the 
country when Soviet forces 
invaded in 1979 — will have 
unprecedented resettlement 
problems when the fightingends. 

The war. which flared this 
week with rebel attacks and res- 
ponses by advanced Soviet 
weapons attacks on rebel posi- 
tions, has caused the Soviets to 
suspend their troops withdrawal. 

The annual Slate Department 
“World Refugee Report. " 
released this week, puls the 
Afghan refugees al the lop of the 
listofthe world’s most numerous 
refugee population. 

According lo the report, the 
government of Pakistan figures 
that it is hosting 3.2 million Afgh- 
ans and the UN High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees estimates 
that another 2.2 million Afghans 
are living in Iran. 

The next largest refugee 
population are the Palestinians, 
which the report puts at over 4 
million. 

The report said the Afghan 
population, in addition to being 
driven from their homes, has suf- 
fered extraordinarily high 
casualty rates from bombing, 
mines and terrorism. 

With tbe Soviet withdrawal, 
the report said, the return of the 
Afghan refugee population is 
going lo create a lengthy and 
complex problem that must be 
co-ordinated with the rebuilding 
of a national political structure. 


China cracks 
down on 
prostitution 

HONG KONG, Nov 6, (AP): 
Chinese provincial officials 
on Hainan Island have 
introduced tough regula- 
tions, including the death 
penalty, to crack down on 
prostitution, a news agency 
report said today. 

Under tbe new law passed by the 
Hainan provincial govern- 
ment yesterday, anyone con- 
victed of forcing a woman 
into prostitution can face the 
death penalty, , the China 
News Agency said. 
Prostitutes and customers can be 
fined a maximum of 5.000 

yuan (SI 346) and be detained 
for 15 days, while those 
accused of “severe cases” wil 
be sent to labour camps, the 
report added without 
elaborating. 

The report said many prostitutes 
stroll around hotel areas and 
openly solicit customers. 
Venereal disease was also a 
growing problem in the area, 
it added. 


Typhoon Skip moves 
toward Philippines 


MANILA. Nov 6, (AP): 
Typhoon Skip, packing winds of 
165 kilometres an hour, roared 
toward the Philippines today two 
weeks after an earlier typhoon 
killed hundreds of people. 

The government weather 
•service issued storm warnings 
today for tbe eastern Visayas 
islands and northeastern Min- 
danao. S mall craft were ordered 
to remain in port. 

A weather service bulletin said 
that as of this morning. Skip was 
about 610 kilometres southeast 
of Borongan on Samar Island 
and was moving west-northwest 
at 22 kilometres per hour. 

Skip was expected to be within 
390 kilometres southeast of 
Borongan, located 370 
kilometres southeast of Manila. 

The weather service said 
advance winds from the typhoon 
would begin pounding Samar 
and other islands in the Visayas 
chain with rain and gusty winds 
late today. 


Typhoon Skip threatended the 
Philippines as the country was 
stiU reeling from the devastating 
effects of Typhoon Rtoby. That 
first storm slammed into Samar 
on Oct 24 and swept into the 
agricultural heartland of Luzon 
Islands with sustained winds of 
165 kilometres per hour and 
gusts up to 224 kilometres per 
hour. 

Devastation 

The Department of Social 
Services said Ruby destroyed 
177.000 homes and killed at least 
181 people on land. Widespread 
flooding in Manila, central 
Luzon and northern Mindanao 
destroyed up to 45 million 
dollars worth of crops, tbe 
Agriculture Department said. 

In addition, more than 200 
people remain missing after the 
passenger ship Dona Marilyn 
capsized and sank on Oct 24 in 
the Visayan Sea about 500 
kilometres southeast of Manila 
as Ruby roared through the cen- 
tral islands. 
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Strong tremor 
hits China 

BEIJING. Nov 6, ( AP): A strong 
earthquake hit remote areas of 
Tibet and Qingbai provinces in 
western China, seismology 
officials said today.

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GCC states should form 


joint parliament, says group

A GROUP of European 
parliamentarians has suggested 
Ihe Gulf Co-operation Council 
(GCC) stales take their econ- 
omic alliance a step further and 
form a "joint parliament." 
according to Hans Peter Koith- 
aus. the secretary-general of the 
Association for "Euro-Arab Co- 
operation I PAEAC). 

Kotthaus told the Arab Times 
such a step is feasible even 
though none of the Gulf states 
has a legislative assembly. 

“In "the light of parallel 
developments in the EEC 
(European Economic Commun- 
ity » and GCC. we have proposed 
to the Gulf states to form an 
advisory council on the lines of 
the European Parliament." Kot- 
thaus said. 

Progress 

"There are a lot of similarities 
in the GCC and our own 
approach." he said. “The GCC 
has made enormous progress 
since its inception and it is 
natural that economic integra- 
tion should lead to u growing 
political integration." 

The four-member PAEAC 
delegation left Kuwait yesterday 
at the end of a Gulf tour which 


also took them to Saudi Arabia 
and Qatar. 

In Kuwait, the parliamen- 
tarians held talks with the acting 
Premier and Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Sabah A1 Ahmed and 
Information Minister Sheikh 
Jaber Mubarak A1 Hamad. 

The delegation also met with 
Foreign Undersecretary 
Sulaiman Majed AJ Shahin and 
European Affairs Department 
Director Faisal A1 Saleh AJ Mut- 
awa to discuss developments in 
the Middle East. 

Fears 

The parliamentarians, who 
favour a rapid conclusion of a 
free trade agreement between the 
EEC and GCC, said they are 
optimisLic that a final text of the 
agreement will be ready for 
ratification before the end of the 
year. 

Preliminary talks began in 
Brussels in late October. The 
EEC-GCC free trade agreement 
will be discussed at the next GCC 
summit to be held next month in 
Bahrain. 

The two groups signed an 
agreement last June which called 
for co-operation in numerous 
Fields, but did not include the 
thorny issue of free trade. 

The progress in discussions on 


free trade were stalled after the 
European side expressed fears 
about the competition from the 
GCC petrochemical industries. 
The Gulf states, on the other 
hand, fear that the European 
manufacturers will dump their 
products in the Gulf and nip their 
nascent industries in die bud. 

But Kotthaus said that there is 
a lot of understanding in both 
groups about the susceptibilities 
on each ride. 

"The fears on both sides 
should not be an obstacle in rea- 
ching an overall free trade 
agreement," he said. 

Special provisions can be 
included in die agreement to deal 
with the sensitive issues and to 
allow for gradual adaptation, he 
added. 


Europe's petrochemical sector 
has been lobbying hard against 
the agreement, but their efforts 
were counter-balanced by the 
European exporters who favour 
the agreement, said Kotthaus. 

The parliamentarian said the 
European nations should foster 
good relations with Iraq and Iran 
to enhance the peace process. 

Kotthaus said the delegation's 
proposal that the GCC have 
direct representation in Brussels, 
independent from the GCC 


national embassies, met with a 
positive response in the Gulf 
states. 

The PAEAC, which groups 
parliamentarians of different 
political convictions ranging 
from Italian co mmunis t* to Brit- 
ish conservatives, has played an 
increasingly bigger role in 
political decision-making in the 
European Parii ament 
Mission 

The group has sent a fact-find- 
ing mission to the occupied 
territories and has presented to 
the European Parliament an eye- 
witness account of atrocities 
committed by the Israeli occupy- 
ing forces in the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 

The group also revealed 
Israel's flagrant violation of its 
agreement with the European 
Economic Community which 
provides for direct Palestinian 
exports from the West Bank and 
die occupied territories without 
interference by Israeli auth- 
orities. 

The gro up also was instrumen- 
tal in pressing Israel to accept all 
Palesti&nian conditions cited in 
the agreement before additional 
protocols in the EEC — Israeli 
co-operation agreement were 
signed.

Sweltering

stripping them naked, stealing 
their belongings and forcing 
them to march thirsty, hungry 
and naked in the sweltering heat 
to Tehran. • • - ; 

-" The limited prisoner exchan- 
ges were apparent gestures of 
goodwill as Iranian and Iraqi 
negotiators in Geneva, Swit- 
zerland, try to hammer out a per- 
manent peace to end the 8-year 
Gulf war after an August cease- 
fire. 


The International Co mmi ttee 
of the Red Cross has registered 
about 50,000 Iraqi prisoners and 

14.000 Ir anian prisoners, but the 
real numbers are expected to be 
much higher.

KUWAIT, Nov 6. (Agencies): 
The six states of the Gulf Co- 
operation Council have laun- 
ched their largest-ever joint Air 
Force manoeuvres, it was 
announced here today. 

The drill, which started yester- 
day, is aimed at exchanging 
mili tary experience and upgrad- 
ing air performance. Wing Com- 
mander Abdalla Al Muttawa of 
Ali Es-Saiem Air Base said 

Speaking today to newsmen, 
Muttawa mdicatm that the drill, 
code named "Peninsula Falcon- 
2/88," was also meant to test co- 
ordination among participant 
forces under actual conditions 


and to appraise the performance 
of all Air Force sections. 


Muttawa, who is acting com- 
mander of Ali Es-Salem Air 
Base, explained that the drill 
started [yesterday wi ih reconnais- 
sance flights to acquaint pilots 
with Kuwait’s air space and 
terrain. 

Forces 

Maj. Bader Saleh, a spokes- 
man of the Kuwaiti Defence 
Ministry, told the Associated 
Press that the 10-day man- 
oeuvres involves 44 warplanes 
drawn from the Air Forces of the 
six GCC member states. 

He added that another objec- 
tive of the exercise is to train 


pilots and officers on how to deal 
with the different types of air- 
craft used by Bahrain, Kuwait, 
Oman, Qatar, Saudi Arabia and 
the United Arab Emirates. 

Maj. Saleh said the exercise 
involves Saudi Arabia’s US- 
made F45s. Kuwait’s French- 
made Mirage F-ls, Oman’s Brit- 
ish-made Jaguars, Bahrain’s US- 
made F-5s as well as Mirage F-ls 
from the UAE and Qatar. He 
said that Kuwait’s Gazelle and 
Puma helicopters were also tak- 
ing part in the manoeuvres. 

"The exercises are also desig- 
ned to train the Air Forces of the 
member states in dealing with the 
land forces of the Peninsula 
Shield," he said, referring to the 
GCC rapid deployment forces 
based at Hafir AJ Baten in north- 
ern Saudi Arabia.

He added that land contin- 
gents from the six states will take 
part in the final stage of the exer- 
cise, when the warplanes will use 
live ammunition. 

The six conservative Arab 
states of the Gulf formed their 
GCC alliance to strengthen 
collective security and economic 
unity shortly after war broke out 
between their two northern 
neighbours, Iran and Iraq, 
September 1980.

THE plan to link the Gulf Co- 
operation Council (GCC) elec- 
trical power network reflects the 
consolidation of the GCC 
interests, according to the under- 
secretary of the GCC- Electrical 
Inter-linkage Project, Jameel Al 
Alawi. 

He was quoted in a local daily 
as saying that the project will 
reduce the cost of power produc- 1 
don and power failures-.- -■ .-. ' 

He added that the projected , 
cost of 1 'Standby sub-stations ‘‘ 
built by the GCC over the next 20 
years was $3 billion compared to 
SI .6 billion for the intended elec- 
trical inter-linkage over the same 
period. 

Methods 

International consultants 
were assigned to submit tech- 
nical and financial proposals 
illustrating the best methods for 
theproject’s implementation. 

The detailed study is expected 
to be ready in a year and a half, 
and it will be submitted to the 
ministers of electricity and " water 
for recommendation to top GCC 
officials. 

The project is to be implemen- 
ted in two phases. Kuwait, Saudi 
Arabia, Bahrain and Qatar will 
be electrically linked in the first 
phase and the UAE and Oman 
will be linked later. 

At a later date, the final inter- 
linkage will take place and all 
GCC states will share a unified 
electrical network.

The British colleges represented by the mission included institu- 
tions specialising In business studies, art, insurance, engineering 
and the sciences. 

In recent years British institutions of higher education have been 
criticised in both Britain and abroad for escalating costs of tuition 
and living expenses for foreign students. British colleges and 
universities charge high fees to foreign students, whose enrolment 
is crucial for the survival of some of the institutions. 

In some colleges foreign students make up 80 per cent of the 
student population. 

- Since the announcement erf substantial reductions in govern- 
ment grants and o decreasing budget of higher education by the 
Thatcher government a couple of years ago, most British colleges 
have been suffering financially. Even Oxford University resorted to a 
fund-raising campaign to supplement dwindling financial resour- 
ces. 

Brian Heap, representative of Hoi bum Law College and director at 
the Higher Education Advisory and Training Service In London, said 
ttxitin spite of the high tuition and living costs, foreign sfudenfsoan 
enjoy the educational facilities offered in Britain. "The British 
educational system is very specialised, with a very high academic 
standard. The high costs are commensurate with the facilities 
offered. 

The mission members said they believe that British colleges are 
better in terms of academic standards and facilities than those in 
America. The number of foreign students has declined considera- 
bly in Britain and more foreigners are studying in America. 

But the mission members expressed hope that measures will be 
taken to attract more foreign students to Britain in the near future. 

"We are trying to find out ways to increase the number of foreign 
students to Britain after consultation with the British government,” 
said Heap. 

During Its stay in Bahrain, the mission will visit local educational 
institutions and meet with government education officials and 
prospective students. 

Members of the mission will be available at the Diplomat Hotel, 
individuals and training managers are welcome. 

The mission will leave Bahrain for Oman on a similar tour.

Touching realism

FEROZE KHAN’S name is 
synonymous .with gloss and 
glitter. Remember Qurimni 
and Jaanbaaz? Both spec- 
tacular commercials, slickly 
produced with an eye on box 
office. Remaking the Tamil 
classic Nayakan as Dayavan, 
Feroze slicks to glamour be is 
attuned to but imbibes realistic 
issues with much sympathy. - 

In a recent interview with a 
Film magazine, Feroze des- 
cribed Nayakan as “cinema 
brimming with compassion 
and humanity” and admitted 
he was “spell-bound” by the 
original. Some of that “human- 
ity and compassion rubs off on 
Feroze's Dayavan, but the 
issue remains dormant, on the 
outskirts of the main theme as jt 
were, gaining force in the poetic 
justice of the climax. 

Dayavan emphasises 
metamorphosis, brimming 
with touching realism. It is gen - 
eraily believed that the film 
Nayakan is based on the life of 
the underworld don Var- 
darajan. How far or how close 
Daya van's Shakti Vel u is to the 
real don is difficult to judge, 
because Feroze, has said he did 
not study Vardarajan's life 
before making the film. 

Unable to see Nayakan, 
because copies were not availa- 
ble in the video shop due to 
renewed interest in the film, 1 
cannot compare the two films. 


Feroze has made Dayavan 
with much sympathy for the 
protagonist, showing him to be 
the product of vicious circum- 
stances; ruthless yet compas- 
sionate, a mixture that gives 
credibility to Shakti Velu. He 
kills mercilessly and foregoes 
pleasure to let the call-girl study 
for her exams the nex t morning. 
It is this juxtaposition that 
makes Shakti endearing, 
h uman e, fearless aud durable. 
He endures pain if inflicted on 
him but hits back with fury 
when someone near or dear to 
him ishurL 

**I don't know what is right 
or wrong. If what 1 do helps a 

few people, it must be done,” he 
repeats to his estranged daugh- 
ter, a wisdom learned from the 
map who sheltered him in child- 
hood. The girl can't accept her 
father's dual personality. 
Shocked and disturbed she 
leaves home. 

Dayavan 's only friend is his 
childhood buddy — Shankar, 
whose unquestioned obedience 
and loyalty see the man 
through tragedy and glory. 
There is more tragedy in the 
man’s life, moving viewers 
through Feroze's sympathetic 
direction. 

Vinod Khanna in the title 
role seems to have put heart and 
soul into the role, giving much 
credibility to the character, 
almost making him come alive 
— warts and all

Israeli election results 


Stalemate on peace, 


prod to violence

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
(APJ: Only two things seem cer- 
tain after Israel's parliamentary 
election: the results promise little 
prospect for ending the stalemate 
in the Arab-Israeli conflict but 
pose a danger of increasing 
violence. 


While much of the campaign 
o make 


centred on how best to 
peace with the Arabs, voters did 
not delivery a clear mandate to 
either the right-wing Likud Bloc 
or the left-of-centre Labour 
Party with their opposite plans 
for a’ settlement. 

“The prolonged division of the 
electorate into two nearly equal 
parts on this central issue is a 
recipe of continued paralysis," 
analyst Yosef Goell wrote in the 
English-language Jerusalem 
Post. 

The likely outcome of Tues- 
day's vote is that Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir of Likud will 
lead a coalition government for- 
med with religious parties or be 
forced to bring his Labour rivals 
into a coalition once again. Lhis 
lime as junior partners. 

In either case. Shamir's ideas 
will dominate government policy 
on the peace process and the 
“intifadah." the Palestinians’ 
nearly 11 -month-old uprising 
against Israeli occupation of the 
W'est Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Conference 

He has rejected an inter- 
national peace conference urged 
by the Arabs, and by Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres of 
Labour. He refuses to give up 
occupied land. He offers “auton- 
omy" to the Palestinians under 
the’Camp David accords. 

In an interview last week, 
Shamir said his election would 
signal the Arabs that peace could 
only be achieved if Egypt, Jordan 
and moderate Palestinians 


Shamir's effort to resuscitate the 
Camp David peace formula. 

When asked by the Israeli 
daily newspaper Haaretz bow 
Palestinians would deal with a 
Likud-led government, he 
replied: “We will have to cope 
with a difficult situation and 
make these parties abandon the 
ideas of Camp David, which are 
not acceptable to anyone in the 
Arab world.” 

Peace 

Said Kerman, a West Bank 
businessman, was even harsher 
in his response. He said the vole 
showed Israelis don’t want peace 
and added: “We will hit back. 
The moderate voice in the Pales- 
tinian camp is finished.” 

Eytan Gilboa, a Hebrew 
university political science 
professor, said Tuesday’s vote 
also could halt any move by the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion to at least implicitly recogn- 
ise Israel at a meeting later this 
month by the Palestine National 
Council, the PLO parliament. 

“It could be that the PLO 


would not do anything except 
)f a 


would join in direct talks with 
Israel based on the 1978 US- 


sponsored accords. 

But Hanna Siniora, a Palestin- 
ian moderate who is editor of the 
pro-PLO A1 Fajr newspaper, 
said the Arabs were not about to 
knuckle under and accept 


issue an empty declaration of a 
Palestinian state and would jus- 
tify this on the basis of the results 
here.” he said. “This means, 
again, that not much movement 
will be forthcoming.” 

Before the election, there was a 
theory that a hardliner like 
S hamir could best make peace 
with the Arabs, in the same way 
that former Prime M blister Men 
achem Begin did with Egypt in 
1979. 

Restraints 

But Tuesday’s vote, while it 
rejected Peres' ideas for peace, 
also did not endorse Shamir's 
calls for annexing the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. His promise to 
put down the Palestinian upris- 
ing against. Israel's 21 -year 
occupation also faces restraints. 

The United States and Israel’s 
European allies already have 
criticized Labour Defence Mini- 
ster Yitzhak Rabin's policies of 
beating and shooting to halt the 
rebellion. More importantly, 
Shamir has said he is limited in 
using force if he ever wants to 
make peace. 


Security precautions 
in Afghanistan

KABUL. (AP): The people who 
most wanted the Soviets to leave 
Afghanistan are taking the big- 
gest security precautions now 
that the Red Army is pulling out. 

The US embassy has gathered 
two tons of barbed wire to coil 
atop its 7-fooi-high (2. 1- metre) 
stone walls and plans to install 
metal plates inside its steel-bar 
gales, according to a source who 
spoke on condition of anony- 
mity. 

The Americans, like other 
Western nations that opposed 
Moscow's nine-year military 
intervention in Afghanistan, 
long ago scaled down their 
embassy staff in a combination 
of diplomatic protest and con- 
cern for personal welfare. After 
the Soviet withdrawal began in 
May, most embassies further 
reduced their staffs for securitv 


near the French and US embassy 
compounds, the UNICEF com- 
pound and the German club, a 
retreat frequented by non-Soviet 
bloc foreign residents. 

Some UN buildings are now 
sandbagged as high as their 
second -storey windows, a 
security precaution that was 
lacking five months ago. 

Fears 


reasons. 

The United Nations, which 
mediated the Geneva accord that 
led io the Soviet withdrawal, has 
reduced its expatriate staff by 
two-thirds since July I . 

Security 

“The political situation and 
the security situation are two dif- 
ferent things," said a Western 
source who spoke on condition 
he was not identified further. 
“One thing about the Russians 
— they're good at security and 
you don’t have to worry about 
who’s out there in the streets.'’ 

This source and others said the 
new round of security measures 
did not stem from any specific 
threats against their institutions. 
Instead, they said, the measures 
werea response to general uncer- 
tainty as the Kabul government 
prepares to go it alone in defend- 
ing the capital against Muslim 
guerrillas after the Soviets 
depart. 

The guerrillas' rockets, fired 
from mountain ridges surround- 
ing the capital, have achieved 
notoriety for their inaccuracy. In 
addition to blowing up eight 
Soviet Sukhoi-25 ground attack 
jets at Kabul Airport two months 
ago. the guerrillas also have laun- 
ched rockets that exploded in 
residential neighbourhoods and 
crowded marketplaces, in or 


There also are fears of a dif- 
ferent kind of attack if security in 
the streets deteriorates. Last 
April, the US embassy pulled its 
staffers out of their homes and 
into the embassy compound for 
several days after receiving what 
one called “information about a 
specific. Iranian-inspired threat" 
against Americans. 

No attack materialised, but 
the embassy building now has 
provisions to house and feed aL 
least a score of people for two 
months, sources said. 

Iran borders Afghanistan to 
the west, and thousands of 
Afghan refugees have relumed 
home from Iran since the Soviet 
withdrawal siarted. About 17 per 
cent of Afghanistan's people are 
Shi'ite Muslims. like the vast 
majority of Iranians. But there's 
been little evidence of an Afghan 
version of Ayatollah Khomeini's 
virulent anti-Americanism, 
largely because the United Stales 
has been one of the principal sup- 
pliers of arms to the anti-go vern- 
meni guerrillas. 

More than one-third of Afgh- 
anistan's 15 million people left 
the country in the last decade. 
The United Nations has 
appealed for $2 billion f ovcr the 
next five years to facilitate their 
return and help rebuild the coun- 
try. 


Rehabilitation 


But at a time when ground- 
work should be laid for massive 
rehabilitation projects, the UN 
staff in Afghanistan has shrunk 
to skeletal proportions. 

The 1 18 foreign employes of 
UNICEF, the UN Development 
Programme and other UN agen- 
cies who were in Kabul last July 
have dwindled to about 40. after 
security-triggered instructions 
from UN headquarters in New 
York. 


Britain is not too enthusiastic

BRUSSELS, Belgium, (AP): A 
single-market European Econ- 
omic Community will come with 
the beginning of 1993 when 
national trade barriers falL 

But Britain has pulled the 
emergency brake on what its 
partners see as a logical next step: 
a United States of Europe. 

In doing so, it has reinforced 
the view from the continent that 
Britain has not travelled far from 
the day in 1952 when then Con- 
servative Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill remarked: 

“I love France and Belgium, 
but we must not allow ourselves 
to be pulled down to that level.” 
Integration 

In recent speeches, British 
Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher has dismissed the idea of 12 
fully integrated economies with 
one central bank, one currency, 
joint monetary and foreign 
policies and EEC-wide social 
rules to protect workers. 

In 198S, the EEC states agreed 
to create a frontier-free market of 
320 million consumers by Dec 
31. 1992. 

At the EEC headquarters in 
Brussels and in all EEC capitals, 
except London, the treaty is seen 
as a stepping stone to more 
political, monetary and social 


United Europe remains elusive goal 


integration alter after 1992. 

But Thatcher has opened a 
front urging her partners not to 
get excited by “by Utopian 
goals” of European federalism. 
She says: 

• Europe must keep borders, if 
only for security and health 
reasons. 

• A United States of Europe 
puts too much power in the 
hands of the 1 2,000 “Eurocrats” 
in Brussels at the expense of 
national sovereignty in mon- 
etary and political policies. 

• Europe must remain a union 
of sovereign states whose econ- 
omies are driven by free market 
forces, not EEC bureaucrats. 

Thatcher is no stranger to 
internal EEC battles. 

But this time she assails not 
beef prices but her partners’ 
deep-seated ideal of a Europe 
united beyond economic terms. 

A single market is said to is 
expected to boost the EEC econ- 
omy by 5 per cent, cut prices by 6 
per cent and yield some 2 million 
additional jobs. 

More access to goods and 
services by cutting red tape at 
borders, creating EEC-wide 
technical and industrial product 


standards and closing the gaps in 
tax rates, will save consumers up 
to 258 billion European 
Currency Units (S300 billion). 

The British prime minister 
favours a single market, but feels 
“pragmatic answers must be 
found to specific questions” 
resulting from the new arran- 
gement, said a British diplomatic 
source, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity. 

These questions touch on 
integrating the monetary, social 
and political policies of the EEC 
members after 1992. 

Frontiers 

The single market treaty of 
1 985 speaks in very general terms 
of such integration as goals. 

The internal market, says 
Ham Tietmeyer, West German 
Secretary of State for Finance, is 
separate from “the more far-rea- 
ching goal of economic and mon- 
etary union." 

But he adds the EEC must 
eventually have a central bank 
and a single currency if it is to 
compete with the United States 
and Japan. 

Others, notably French 
President Francois Mitterrand, 
agree. 


“Not in my lifetime," That- 
cher says ofa single central bank. 

“We have not successfully 
rolled back the frontiers of the 
state in Britain only to see them 
reimposed at the European level, 
with a European super-state 
exercising a new dominance 
from Brussels.” 

Also, the EEC, she says, must 
have borders to fight terrorism 
such as that of the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army which fights 
British rule in Northern Ireland. 

But EEC competition com- 
missioner Peter Sutherland 
warns that borders will reduce 
the benefits ofI992. 

“The most dangerous frontier 
... in terms of terrorist activity is 
(that) between North and South 
Ireland. Yet we have had a free 
travel area between Britain and 
Ireland for many years with no 
passport checks." 

Thatcher's attitude is seen as a 
retreat from the 1985 single 
market treaty. 

“Under that text is also the 
signature of the British govern- 
ment," said to EEC External 
Relations commissioner Willy de 
Qercq recently. 

Thatcher’s EEC colleagues 


have replied to her views without 
mentioning her by name. 

“A Europe ‘a la carte’ cannot 
be our goal,” West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl said in 
Brussels recently, meaning that 
the EEC states must take the 
whole EEC menu, not selecL 
courses they like. 

“ Wemust all be ready to make 
the required compromises and 
sacrifices. The community is 
doomed to failure if anyone was 
to try to pick out the nisins. 

Thatcher's view of post- Ivy/

Civil war in south Sudan drags on

KHARTOUM. Sudan, (AP): 
Some 6 million civilians have 
become pawns in Sudan's 
stalemated civil war in the south 
between rebel fighters and the 
Sudanese Army. 

Relief experts estimate as 
many as 260,000 civilians have 
died this year while fleeing the 
southern war zone, and 
thousands more are suffering 
from the siege warfare taciics 
used by both sides. 

Government forces control 
most major towns in the south, 
but the Sudan People's Libera- 
tion Army, or SPLA, is blockad- 
ing many towns, keeping sup- 
plies out and starving people in. 

Some relief officials like Brian 
Wannop of the United Nations 
Development Programme 
accuse the insurgents of forcing 
other civilians from their homes 
and into displaced persons 
camps to embarrass a govern- 
ment unable to care for them. 

At the same lime. Prime Mini- 
ster Sadek El Mahdi's govern- 
ment refuses to allow relief sup- 
plies into rebel-held areas and 
has expelled at least four relief 
agencies on the grounds that they 
dealt with the rebels in providing 
help. 

In late October, the United 
States asked the SPLA for safe 
conduct to airlift food to 100,000 
people in the besieged southern 
town of Aweil, where the govern- 
ment said 8.000 people starved 
last summer. 

The rebels withheld permis- 
sion and demanded an equal 
amount of aid For a nearby town 
they control, relief officials asd 
the SPLA said. Relief agencies 
were reported trying to negotiate 
a way to get food to both towns. 

Meanwhile, the war drags on 
with neither side yielding. 

Although the rebels have 
scored some recent battlefield 
successes, engagements remain 
relatively small, hampered by 
logistics problems on both sides. 

Tim Niblock, director of the 
Middle East Politics Programme 
at Britain's Exeter University 
and a specialist on Sudan, sees 
little hope fora breakthrough. 

“At present, neither (side) has 
enough power to change the 
situation," Niblock said in a tele- 
phone interview from Exeter. 

In five years of warfare, a third 
of southern Sudan's civilian 
population of 6 million has been 
put to flight in search of a haven 
in northern Sudan and neigh- 
bouring Ethiopia. The remain-

The government accuses the 
rebels’ main backer.

Renegade Army Col John 
Garang launched the rebellion in 
the spring of 1983, demanding 
autonomy for the three southern 
provinces, a larger share in the 
economy and administrative 
reforms. 

Then-President Gaafar 
Nimeiri imposed Islamic law 
throughout Sudan the following 
September, fuelling the insurrec- 
tion.

The prime minister refused, 
saying that Garang is trying to 
dictate how Sudan's 16 million 
Muslims should live, but unlike 
Nimeiri, El Mahdi agrees to 
exempt non-Muslims. 

On the battlefield, the govern- 
ment admits that the rebels have 
made gains in recent weeks. It 
described the losses of six garr- 
isons as tactical withdrawals by 
its forces from small outposts.

Taking Nasir, they said, could 
give Garang's movement a 
strong foothold to increase its 
attacks on the central and wes- 
tern parts of Upper Nile.

In the 1970s theSack rhino 
population is Zambia's Luan- 
gwa Valley was estimated at 
between 8,000 and 12,000. In 
1984, this was down to about 
3,130; and two years ago, in 
1986. when the last official cen- 
sus was taken, the number had 
dwindled to 400. Now there are 
thought to be fewer than 100 in 
the valley, last stronghold of 
the rhino. In fact, in the whole 
of Africa there are only bet- 
ween 3,000 and 4,000 black 
rhino left.

remain the property of the 
government. But even a life- 
saving operation such as this 
takes its toll on the rhino — the 
stress of the capture and tran- 
slocation alters the mother’s 
milk supply, babies always 
have to be hand-reared (on 
cow’s milk) and, at about five 
years old, they are released into 
the bush.

Arriving at camp at Mana 
Pools, we unpacked, had lunch 
and set off at 4 pm to look for 
rhino.

In Zambia, plans to do some- 
thing about the crisis are still 


vague. The idea of vast protec- 
ted sanctuaries — such as those 
in Kenya — is still only being 
debated. 

It was one lone individual 
who introduced a rare moment 
of optimism — David Lloyd, 
conservationist and ex-game 
warden from Kenya, who is in 
the final stags of negotiation 
with the Zambian government 
for the private leasing of 
Kasanka National Park in the 
Northern Province. Of course, 
a survey is necessary to confirm 
the suitability of the habitat for 
dietary needs, the mineral con- 
tent of the soil, and the water 
supply, but if the result is 
positive, Lloyd hopes to start 
work immediately.

Fears have also 
been expressed about the risk of 
translocation although the 
alternative is, of course, certain 
death at the hands of poachers 
and, ultimately, the extinction 
of the species.

In spite of all the efforts of 
Save The Rhino Trust, the kill- 


ing continues. The .demand for 
the horn has increased in places 
such as North Yemen where the 
rhino-horn dagger handle — 
priced at about USS15.000 — is 
a status symbol. Powdered 
rhino horn is also used for 
medicinal purposes in the Far 
EasL 

In the 16-day trip through 


Zambia and Zimbabwe, organ- - 
ised by Eco Safaris and led by 
me, we sat and talked with 
many people about rhino — 
people whose experience of the 
bush, and of the African people 
who struggle to survive there 1 
gives them a special understan- 
ding. It is a quite different kind 
of conversation from that con- 
ducted around a table at com- 
mittee meetings in cities where 
the world's problems are dis- 
cussed and solved, and new 
ones created. 

One of the most controver- 
sial ideas we heard was of 
dehorning the rhino and thus 
eliminating the reason for the 
poaching. But apart from the 
ethical argument (mutilating 
the a nimal and removing Its 
mam defence weapon), could 
this be really viable? 

Once one had found the 
rhino in one area, subjected 
them to the stress of darting and 
horn-removing, and then 
moved on to find the others, it 
would soon be time to start the 
business all over again because 
the horns would grow back. 
Proponents of the idea argue 
that money raised from the sale 
of this “culled” born could be 
ploughed back into anti-poa- 
ching. But this would surely be 


prolonging, and pandering to, 
the demand by creating a 
“legal” horn trade 

We left Zambia with our 
thoughts in some confusion, 
but generally rather depressed. 
The task to save the remaining 
rhino seemed so huge, so dif- 
ficult — perhaps it was even too 
late. 

Zimbabwe had a rather dif- 
ferent feeL As we passed the 
empty holding pens at Mana 
Pools in the Zambezi Valley 
and the scientists’ research 


Land-Rover stopped suddenly 
and we were shown huge foot- 
prints leading to and then from 
the river, we became extremely 
excited. All was quiet on both 
sides of the road as we drove 
slowly through the dense 
shrubs, perfect rhino habitat. 

Arriving at a dry river bed, 
we left the vehicle and walked 
through the bush to the border 
of trees Knmg the bank. There’, 
right in front of us, was apile of 
rhino dung and signs of scrap- 
ing. “This was probably yester- 
day,” we were told — the story 
of the whole trip. 

We never, saw any rhino — 


just photographed the foot- 

E rints and the dung. But some- 
ow we didn't feel quite so 


camp (a rhino census is curren- 
tly being carried out by the 
zoologist Kevin Dunham, 
updating the one six months 
ago which traced about 700 
rhino in the valley), we felt there 
was energy, expertise and 
action on “red alert”. 

In Zimbabwe it is indeed q. 
Rhino War — poachers are 
shot on sight. That is official 
government policy. Poachers 
crossing the Zambezi from 
Zambia know this is the penalty 
but are still prepared to risk it 
The chance to earn in a day 
what would normally take a 
year is irresistible. 

Since May, SO rhino have 
been captured in the Zambezi 
Valley — they have all gone to 
private game ranches but 


depressed: it was encouraging 
to see so much being done. 

What is common to both 
Zambia and Zimbabwe, 
however, is the realisation that 
in the attempts to save wildlife 
and its environment, you must 
include the human dement. It is 
all one thin g — each dependent 
on the other. There has to be 
some benefit to people from 
conservation, otherwise, 
naturally, their own survival 
and the need to grow crops 
would take priority. 

It is very difficult to tell peo- 
ple who don’t have enough to 


eat that they should leave part 
of the land for the animals. But 


of the land for the animals. But 
the logic is there for all to see: if 
the animals bring the visitors, 
the visitors bring money and 
the money can benefit the peo- 
ple. 

Perhaps we don't need rhino 
any more — perhaps we don't 
need elephants, lions, gorillas, 
horses, birds, dogs, cats

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Mistreated animals have a friend in Bahrain

ANIMALS in Bahrain now have 
a chance to live in a comfortable 
environment with proper care, 
thanks to a group of dedicated 
people. 

A stray cat, a dog left chained 
in the blaring sun, a bruised don- 
key or an undernourished horse 
can now be rescued and be 
treated with loving care. 

Until a few years back animal 
welfare was not high on the list of 
priorities in Bahrain. People 
were either ignorant of animals 
or simply were not willing to 
spend much time or effort cater- 
ing to their needs. But things 
have changed. 

A few years ago a Bahraini 
doctor, Oalil Rajab, and his 
wife, Betty, were driving home 
from a party when they spotted a 


weak, sick looking kitten wan- 
dering in the middle of the road. 


dering in the middle of the road. 
They took the kitten home and 
nursed it back to health. 

The doctor, moved by the sight 
of the frail creature, vowed to do 
something about iL He got some 
of his friends together and 
initiated a campaign to promote 
animal welfare in Bahrain. The 
campaign gradually received 


support from all walks of life. 

Finally in December J979. 
with the permission of the Minis- 
try of La hour and Social Affairs, 
the Bahrain Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals (BSPCA) was establi- 
shed. 

Like most charitable institu- 
tions, the society had to struggle 
in its early days. The problem has 
always been mainly Financial and 
on more than one occasion the 
society found itself in dire straits. 
In fact, in 1982, it was forced to 
close down due to lack of funds. 
Fortunately, it restarted in 1984 
and since then, has been growing 
steadily. 

The BSPCA strives to protect 
and take care of all kinds of 
animals in Bahrain. It Lries to 
reach out to any animal in need 
of help where ever it may be. 
People who abuse or neglect their 
pets are advised in a gentle and 
tactful manner about how to 
treat their animals well. 

According to a spokeswoman, 
it is not the policy of the society to 
use legal action, but rather to 
educate and enlighten people 
about the treatment of thei r pets. 

“When we receive reports of 
such cases we immediately go to 


the person concerned and try to 
make him realise the wrongness 
of his action. 1 am happy to say 
that this has always been the best 
way to solve the problem," she 
said. 

But there are always instances 
when it is too late to do anything. 
Cruelty to animals sometimes 
reaches horrendous leyels. 
“There have been cases of people 
cutting off the ears of their pets or 
even starving them,” she said. 

“1 think people do it out of 
frustration or boredom. When 
they suffer personal problems 


they lake it out on their pets. 
When a man may simply kick his 


When a man may simply kick his 
dog out of sheer boredom, is 
called active cruelty. Passive 
cruelty is when people neglect 
their pets by not providing food 
and shelter from forgetfulness,'' 
explained the spokeswoman. 

At present the sanctuary of the 
society has the capacity to com- 
fortably house 25 adult dogs, 12 
puppies, 12 cats and a few don- 
keys. It is also equipped with a 
kitchen for the animals. 

There is always a space 
problem, since the number of 
animals is always increasing. 
Efforts are made to provide ‘res- 
ponsible' homes for these 


animals all over the country. 
Animals which are very old. sick 
or simply miserable are pui to 
“.sleep" by the veterinarian. 

The BSPCA survives on dona- 
tions and help both in cash and 
kind. Its main source of income is 
a thrift shop set up in October 
1 986 as an experiment. The shop, 
which has proved to be very suc- 
cessful, sells handicrafts, T- 
ShirLs of the society, clothing and 
other miscellaneous items. Some 
items are sold on behalf of people 
for a commission. Income from 
the shop pays for all the society’s 
expenses including rent, salaries 
and food for animals. 

“We are always in need of 
more volunteers.’ especially for 
the sanctuary and fieldwork to 
attend to sick animals. Otherwise 
we are doing fine," said the spok- 
eswoman. 

The future of the society looks 
promising with an increasing 
number of people taking an 
interest in its activities. With gen- 
erous media coverage, the 
society has succeeded so far in 
enlightening the public about 
their ethical duty towards all 
animals. 

The society will celebrate its 
10th anniversary next year.

“The driver was protected 
from severe head and chest 
injuries by the airbac. a must to 
save drivers in major frontal 
collisions," they insisted. 

Some 60 per cent of alt 
accidents are frontal collisions. 

The airbag, an optional 
accessory, is filled in the dash- 
board. A pyrolechnjcal gas 
generator integrated into the 
steering wheel and released by 
an electronic sensor on impact, 
fills the airbag. In case of a 
collision. the airbag 
automatical!;, bursti open, 
protecting thedriver from shat- 
tered glass. 

This optional safety device, 
known as part of active safety 
In Mercedes vehicles, has been 
fitted in 450.000 Mercedes- 
Benz worldwide. 

Belt tensioners, another 
safety device, installed in 25 
million car; has become a stan- 
dard feature in Mercedes-Benz 
automobiles. 

The cause of accidents is 
open to debate. But researchers 
at Daimler- Benz in Stuttgart. 
West Germany, believe that 
“man is the cause of more than 
90 per cent of all road 
accidents." 


At the Daimler-Benz plant in Stuttgart, West Germany, the home of the 
Mercedes Benz, researchers and engineers lay a heavy emphasis on safety 
features — - both active and passive. With 60 per cent of all motor accidents 
being frontal collisions there Is no room for compromise.’

Research has led to the incor- 
poration of such active safety 
design features as the multi- 
link independent rear suspen- 
sion and the anti-lock brake 
system introduced in 1978 for 
cars and in 1981 for trucks. 

The passive safety design 
features include a rigid passen- 
ger cell with deformable front 
and rear zones and the airbag 
and seat belt-tensioner. In the 
last few years, a reduction in 
fuel consumption also was 
achieved.

Since 1969, researchers at the 
Daimler-Benz plant have been 
studying the cause of accidents 
in Mercedes cars and injuries 
sustained by occupants. 

Researchers look at how 
collisions occur, the extent and 
type of damage and the 
mechanisms which cause 
accidents. Studying injuries 
help experts focus on problem 
areas in a car. 

Traffic is heavy and 
accidents are commonplace 
these days. Dr Wolfgang Peter . 
a senior director at Daimler- 
Benz. believes that “though 
traffic safety is gaining jn 
importance." not enough 
attention has been paid to it in 
public discussions. 

More information on vehicle 


safety, he believes, would make 
people conscious of how the 


way people drive relates to 
safety. 


Technology, plays a vital 


role in vehicle safety, both 
active and passive. 

Active safety means 
measures and features in cars 
that help a driver avoid 
accidents through driving 
safety, ride comfort, good 
vision and operational safety. 

Passive safety refers to those 
hidden design features in cars 
that reduce the. effect of 
accidents. These features 
include body design, restraint 
systems, seatbelts, belt-ten- 
sionersand front passenger air- • 
bags. 

Dr Adam Zomotor, a senior 
manager of the Chassis Advan- 
ced Development Department, 
said accidents are not only 
influenced by the driver and the 
vehicle but also by the environ- 
mental conditions. 

To study accident causes one 
aiusUcoL-atihcoverall^ystem 
or .Vdriver»vehide-environ- 
ment," he said. Human errors 
cause more than 90 per cent of 
all road traffic accidents, he 
said. 

“Human error is caused by 
the incorrect adaptation of 
technologies or traffic sys-

Daimler-Benz began their 
accident research programme 
15 years ago. They record and 
evaluate accidents by simulat- 
ing critical situations. Foam 
rubber dummies are placed in 
vehicles to study driver’s reac- 
tions at the steering wheel, the 
brake . pedal and the 
accelerator. Through the 
studies, theories on subjective 
safety and objective safety, are 
evolved. 

Subjective safely is that 
which is experienced and per- 
ceived by the driven objective 
safety is measured by speed, 
lateral acceleration and the 
Lyre-road friction coefficient.

Using mathematical models 
of all major components of a 
car — its engine, transmission, 
exhaust, steering, axles and 
body are tested. 

This is followed by driving 
dynamics simulations on test 
rigs.

Pianos make a first- 
time leap into theworid 
of digital electronics 
with a device that 
reproduces every cres- 
cendo, nuance and 
unique tone of the pian- 
ist’s interpretation.

BOSTON: One of the most 
impressive electronic ins- 
truments to hit the market these 
days isn't another wonderbox 
flying off the factory floors of 
Yamaha, Korg, or Casio. 

it’s coming from the 150- 
year-old Bosendorfer company 
in Vienna, one of Europe's 
most prestigious piano buil- 
ders. 

Bosendorfer has taken its 
Imperial Grand — the largest 
grand piano in production 
today — and linked it to a com- 
puter that allows the piano to 
play back exactly what a pianist 
performs. After a few years of 
development, the instrument is 
now making inroads into the 
professional recording busi- 
ness. 

Like a lot of other industries, 
the piano industry has gone 
global in recent years. With ins- 
truments from Japan, Korea, 
and the United States battling 
for a slice of the world market, 
Bosendorfer, owned by Kim- 
ball International, is not about 
to be left behind. Though 
Bosendorfer pianos have long 
enjoyed a powerful reputation 
among pianists around the 
world, the company is making a 
first-time leap into digital elec- 
tronics. 

The bold move will give 
Bosendorfer a leading role in 
the fast-moving technology 
race that instrument develop- 
ment has become. Kimball’s 
background in electronic 
organs has eased the way for its 
Bosendorfer division to take on 
digital electronics — and the 
competition. The highly res- 
pected name of Bosendorfer 
cannot help adding clout to 
Kimball's marketing efforts. 

Pursuit 

In hot pursuit is Yamaha 
International, whose piano 
division is marketing an 
upright piano with capabilities 
similar to Bosendorfer's 
product. Yamaha will be 
adding a grand piano version 
next January. These moves are 
not surprising for a company 
that has dominated the world 
mark'e't with its" sophisticated 
electronic keyboards and has 
become an expert in mass- 
production techniques of 
acoustic pianos. 

Bosendorfer, meanwhile, 
has hit the campaign trail with 
its revolutionary Recording 
Piano, Lhe 290SE. At Wellesley 
College this spring, music tea- 
chers, pianists — and perhaps a 
few sceptics — hovered around 
the instrument like curious chil- - 
dren. They were hearing pianist 
Frederick Moyer play one of 
Felix Mendelssohn's “Songs 
Without Words” only Mr 
Moyer wasn't there. The bench 
was empty, but the keys were 
dancing, repeating exactly 
what Moyer had played just 
one minute ago. 

The gleaming black ins- 
trument was a normal-looking 
Bosendorfer beast — 9 feet long 
with nine extra bass notes 
added to the standard 88. The 
felt-cushioned hammers and 
dampers went up and down, 
and the bass gently rumbled 
like a giant set of bells. This was 
the real thing, for sure, but in 
“instant replay” mode. 

Anyone who has ever seen an 
old-fashioned player piano 
spin out a tune can imagine 
what it's like to watch the 
290SE. But unlike the piano 
rolls of the early 1 900s and their 
successors, this instrument per- 
fectly reproduces every cres-

cendo. every subtle nuance, 
and every unique tone of the 
pianist's interpretation. 

“I'm not keen on gimmicks, 
but this is phenomenal,” said 
Jean Alderman, a member of 
the piano faculty in Wellesley's 
music department, who wat- 
ched the instrument's demon- 
stration and concert. 

The 290SE is definitely a new 
chapter in the history of Bosen- 
dorfer. According to Vic 
Geiger, vice-president of inter- 1 
national sales, “it's important 
for a company to look to the 
future and not just to rest on 
past laurels.” This innovation, 
he said, “brings the piano into 
the 21st century.” 

The Bosendorfer Recording 
Piano has already generated 
enough respect from pianists 
and sound technicians that 
conductor/composer Gunther 
Schuller has agreed to produce 
the first compact-disc record- 
ing of a solo performance on 
the instrument, featuring 
Moyer's live concert at 
Wellesley. 

“This is the purest, most per- 
fect kind of reproduction 
known to man thus far.” said 
Mr Schuller, whose own GM 
Recordings will release the CD 
this fall. 

Processed 

As a pianist performs a piece, 
optical sensors “watch” the 
exact speed, force of attack, 
and release of each hammer, 
taking measurements about 
800 times a second. Sensors are 
focussed on the pedals, too. 
The measurements are turned 
into digital information and 
sent to a computer terminal 
nearby. 

Here the data are processed, 
and in a few minutes it can be 
shipped back to a large box 


mounted under the piano, 
where voltage-driven solen- 
oids, or linear motors, play 
each key exactly the way the 
pianist played it. 

For the first time, “a pianist 
can go outfnto themiddleof the 
hall and hear what his playing 
sounds like.” said Moyer. Wat- 
ching the keys up dose is “ins- 
tructive," because every little 
imperfection shows up. Even 
an acciden ta! brushing of a no te 
is recorded, he said. 

Universities have been the 
primary users of the recording 
piano so far — and realistically, 
the only consumers able to- 
afford the average 5100,000 
price tag. Ms Alderman, the 
piano teacher, said she could 
see why it “would bemost excit- 
ing to have in a studio,” 
because with the computer, one 
can slow down the tempo of the 
playback, allowing a student 
easily to hear and analyse what 
he or she just played. Or a 
student could play a duet with 
himself. Or historic performan- 
ces of world-class pianists 
could be saved and then played 
back “live” for a piano history 
class.

ocean at the same time, he said, 
using a satellite to transmit the 
computer data from one 
Bosendorfer to another. 

The recording piano 
represents "the marriage of 
19th-century piano building 
with 20th-century tech- 
nology.” said John Amuedo. a 
research scientist formerly with 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, where the 
prototype was developed. 
Because it's an actual acoustic 
piano, he said, 'it preserves the

great tradition of piano perfor- 
mance in a way that this year's 
top-of-tfae-line synthesiser 
doesn't.” 

Frederick Moyer’s perfor- 
mance at Wellesley was cap- 
tured in the form of digital data. 
The actual recording of the CD 
took place later in the same 
building — without audience 
noise. Since Moyer had already 
done his part, the engineers 
took as much time as they wan- 
ted setting microphones, test- 
ing balances. Then they swit- 
ched on the Bosendorfer to 
make the “perfect” recording 
of a performance originally ins- 
pired by alive audience. 

This perfection is what more 
audiophiles are demanding. 
“Record buyers are leery of 
applause and coughing,” said 
Rick Oakley, who attended the 
concert and owns a stereo store. 
He said that nowadays, most 
people prefer clean, quiet 
studio recordings. 

This recording technique, 
said Mr Amuedo, is even more 
faithful to the original perfor- 
mance than today's state-of- 
the-art methods. And the edit- 
ing process — which most 
modern recordings go through 
—"is noW amply a" matter of 
^uqching buttons on the com- 
puter. Note can be taken out, 
added, and made softer or 
louder. 

This leaves pianist Moyer 
somewhat troubled. 

“I have to decide how good a 
recording I’m going to make — 
because I could make the per- 
fect recording with every single 
note in the right place.” But he 
said that’s "almost stepping on 
the greatness” of past record- 
ings by famous artists in which 
mistakes are noticeable. 

Mr Oakley is also concerned 
about ethics. 

“A live recording can be 
ruined by one clinker note,” he 
said, but “somebody uns- 
crupulous could correct more 
than a few clinkers and make a 
sflkpurse out of a sow's ear.” 

Though touch-up editing has 
been practiced ever since peo- 
ple could cut and splice tape, 
the invisible editing capability 
of the 290SE “makes the con- 
troversy even wider,” said 
Moyer. 

Could an entire piece be 
typed in on the computer? 

The possibility exists, said 
Amuedo, but it would be 
incredibly time consuming, and 
you'd end up with something 
very sterile and dead. 

“The recording piano is a 
tool, not an end.”

FAMILY DOCTOR

HELP FOR BALDNESS ON THE WAY 


QUESTION: Some time ago you answered 
a question in your column about balding. 
However when I asked my doctor about the 
medicine, he told me I couldn't obtain it. 
Now, don't you think you should straighten 
out this situation for your readers? 

ANSWER:! certainly do and with great 
pleasure. The good news is that by the time 
you read this, the product will be available 
with prescription from your local pharma- 
cist. It has been available in Canada for 
some time, but finally the Food and Drug 
Administration has approved it for use in 
the United States. 

It is called Rogaine (minoxidil) and is 
manufactured by the Upjohn Company. 
But there are some things you need to know 
before requesting a prescription from your 
physician. First, the medication is only 
recommended for treatment of male pattern 
baldness of the crown of the head. Evalua- 
tions by the physicians who investigated the 
medication indicated that only 39 per cent of 
the patients had achieved moderate to dense 
growth after a year of treatment. 

At least four months of twice-a-day 
applications are necessary before there is 
any evidence of new hair growth, and con- 


tinued growth is dependent on regular and 
continuous use of the medication. It is 
obvious that this treatment is not a cure-all 
for everyone, and cost may play a factor. 

Estimates indicate that the medication 
will cost between 540 and S 50 a month, and 
there are no samples available from your 
physician for this one. 

QUESTION: 1 have a peculiar pattern of 
frequent bruising. It doesn’t seeni to have 
anything to do with a knock or bang, but the 
bruise is painful and lasts for several days. 
My doctor explained it has something to do 
with gardeners’ red cells, but by the lime I 
arrived home it made no sense. 1 am truly 
worried. Can you help? 

ANSWER: When we are under stress, we 
can easily be confused by an explanation 
about a diagnosis that causes us great anx- 
iety. I believe your doctor was trying to 
explain Gardener- Diamond Syndrome to 
you. It is a disease of the immune system in 
which the body becomes sensitized to its 
cum red cells and destroys some of them. 

Frequently emotional stress plays a part 
in selling olT the development of these 
bruises. Usually there is a local sensation of 
bunline or tingling that occurs from 1 8 to 24 


hours before the bruises (purpura) appear, 
which can last from five to seven days. They 
are most frequently seen on the extremities 
and scalp, seldom on the back and do appear 
in areas where there is no history of a bang or 
knock. However, since they are painful, 
patients frequently believe they have had 
some rime of trauma to the area. 

Blood tests, to help diagnose this condi-* 
lion, such as coagulation tests and platelet 
counts are routine. It’s a diagnosis that is 
sometimes quite difficult to make, and once 
made, it’s a discouraging disease to treat 
There are no known cures, and even the use 
of cortisone-like medications and antihis- 
tamines offer little relief. 

Attempts to desensitize the body are also 
unsuccessful. You may also expect this to 
recur every now and again, usually when 
things are not going your way and you are 
having some emotional or psychological 
problems. With this explanauon in hand it 
might be wise to return to your doctor so he 
can discuss your personal situation and 
offer some explanations that are particular 
to your situation.

20 years

PARIS: The Club of Rome, 
best known for its first report 
warning of the dangers of 
unlimited growth, celebrated 
its 20th anniversary last week 
by bringing together thinkers 
and world leaders to reflect on 
what it called “a new global 
society” 

The club, whose members 
come from 51 countries — rich 
and poor, capitalist, socialist 
and communist — also planned 
internal changes to turn its 
thoughts into action. 

“I think we are at a turning 
point in the life of thedub after 
20 years,” said secretary-gen- 
eral Bertrand Schneider. 

The Club of Rome — which 
despite its name has been based 
in Paris since 1984 — was foun- 
ded by Italian industrialist 
Aurelio Peccei and Scottish 
scientist Alexander King in 
1968 as a sort of floating inter- 
national think tank. 

The club committed itself to 
approaching issues from a 
global perspective, with a sense 
that problems like pollution, 
overpopulation, hunger or the 
impact of developing tech- 
nologies are interdependent 

“Governments and inter- 
national organisations are 
stuck in the day-to-day man- 
agement of problems. They 
usually have no time for long- 
term thinking. We have a' 
special mission. We have no 
responsibility to anybody 
except ourselves,” Schneider 
said. 

At last week’s conference, 
such international figures as 
Prince Sadruddin Aga Khan, 
former Colombian President 
Belisario Betancur, Crown 
Prince Hassan of Jordan and 
International Monetary Fund 
director Michel Camdessus 
met to discuss “reasons to live 
and to hope in a new global 
society.” 

A highlight of the session at 
the Sorbonne was an exchange 
between the dub’s luminaries 
and youth of the world. 

“In a world that has become 
so young, we need their help to 
understand the world,” Sch- 
neider said 


Yesterday’s high tech, 
today’s museum piece

IT MAY be some time before 
the London auction houses 
issue catalogues of “late twen-

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Fed decided 
to keep interest 
rates 

unchanged 

WASHINGTON, Nov 6, tAP): 
Policymakers at the Federal 
Reserve viewing evidence that 
US economic growth was slow- 
ing, decided at their September 
meeting to leave interest rates 
unchanged, according to min- 
utes of the session released yes- 
terday. 

The Federal Open Market 
Committee — which establishes 
monetary policy for the 
American central bank — voted 
12-0 to make no further moves to 
tighten credit conditions. 

But officials let it be known the 
central bank still considered 
higher inflation a greater threat 
to the economy that a possible 
recession. 

The Fed, whose main econo- 
mic job is to guard against infla- 
tion. began a series of credit- 
lightening steps late last March 
that culminated in August with 
one-half percentage point 
increase in its discount rate, the 
interest it charges to make bank 
loans. The discount rate now 
stands at 6.5 percent. 

Increase 

But since that increase, many 
economists believe the central 
bank has been willing to sit back 
and see if the credit-lightening 
moves already initiated would be 
enough to dampen demand and 
cool any dangers of overheating. 

The minutes of the Sept 20 
meeting showed Fed officials 
were still taking a wait-and-see 
approach, encouraged by indica- 
tions that economic growth was 
slowing from the robust pace in 
the first half of the year. 

Indeed, the government has 
since reported the overall eco- 
nomy, as measured by the Gross 
National Product, expanded at a 
modest 2.2 per cent annual rate 
from July through September, 
down from a 3.2 per cent rate in 
the first half of the year. 

But even with signs the eco- 
nomy was slowing. Fed officials 
argued that it was loo soon to 
declare a victory in the fight 
against inflation. 

Move 

“All of the members indicated 
that the balance of risks in the 
economy were such that they 
favoured- or could accept a 
market directive that would 
more readily- accommodate a 
move toward firming than an 
adjustment toward easing in the 
weeks ahead," the minutes said. 

The FOMC minutes are used 
to direct the open market opera- 
tions to the Federal Reserve 
Bank in New York. Through the 
purchase of government 
securities from banks, the Fed 
influences the amount of reserves 
the banks have to make bank 
loans and thus the price of those 
loans — interest rales. 

Brazilians 
sign pact 
to fight 
inflation 

BRASILIA. Nov 6. (Reuter): 
The government, business and 
key trade unions today signed a 
pact that will begin wage and 
price controls to reduce Brazil's 
high inflation. 

Officials said the three groups 
agreed to keep inflation below 
26.5 per cent this month and 25 
percent in December. 

In a 12-hour meeting that 
ended yesterday morning, 
representatives from the three 
sectors agreed that 94 items and 
services should have price rises 
set at this level. 

Brazil suffers one of the 
world's sieepest inflation rates. 
Prices rose 362 per cent last year 
but in the 12 months to October 
the inflation rate leapt to 7 1 4 per 
cent. 

Brazil is also the Third 
World's biggest debtor with a 
total debt of about SI 20 billion, 
some S72 billion of it owed to 
foreign commercial banks. 

High 

In October monthly inflation 
peaked at a high of 27.25 per 
cent, causing widespread con- 
cern throughout Brazilian 
society. 

The pact aims to bring down 
inflation gradually. The list of 
controlled items includes elec- 
tricity, transportation, postal 
services, beer, tobacco and cer- 
tain foods. 

Under the pact, wages will be 
raised by 21.39 per cent in 
November and 26 per cent in 
December. 

A social pact was first sugges- 
ted by Brazilian businessmen 
months ago. but the government 
initially gave the idea a lukewarm 
reception. 

However. October's record 
inflation gave impetus to the sug- 
gestion and ihegovemment swit- 
ched to enthusiastic endor- 
sement of the proposed pact. 

Previous government attem- 
pts to contain inflation with 
much more severe price controls 
failed in 1986 and 1987.

Candidates’ proposals could put US deeper in debt 

Bush, Dukakis pledge to cut deficit 


WASHINGTON, Nov 6, (AP): 
George Bush and Michael Duk- 
akis are each promising 
Americans a fistful of federal 
programmes if elected president. 
But their proposals could put the 
United States deeper in debt, 
economic and political analysts 
say. * 

Bush is promising to give low- 
income families with young chil- 
dren better pre-school educa- 
tion, more daycare facilities and 
improved health care. For weal- 
thier citizens, he's offering a 
reduction in the capital-gains tax 
paid on investment profits. 

Dukakis is holding oul the 
prospect of new pre-natal health 
care programmes, an 
improvement in conventional 
military forces and laws that 
would require employers to give 
health insurance to everyone 
who works for them. 

Deficit 

All this at a time when both 
candidates are talking about 
reducing the US government's 
h uge budget deficit, now running 


at about SI 50 billion a year in a 
budget of SI trillion. 

“These guys are going in the 
opposite direction,” says Profes- 
sor James Thurber. director of 
the Centre for Congressional and 
Presidential Studies at American 
University. “They’re talking 
about spending money rather 
than saving money." 

Cost 

The candidates’ plans could 
increase spending by billions of 
dollars if adopted by Congress 
without other spending cuts- 

While cuts could be made, they 
would be politically painful and 
spark conflict, said Marvin Ros- 
ters of the American Enterprise 
Institute. 

Dukakis has pledged to reduce 
some nuclear weapons, while 
also promising to build up con- 
ventional arms. His unspecific 
military programme could prove 
“very costly” because conven- 
tional forces are much more 
expensive than nuclear arms, 
said Thurber. 

Bush has acknowledged that 


some major weapons already 
being developed mil have to be 
dropped because of cost He says 
he will negotiate reductions with 
the Soviets before making cuts, 
and he says Dukakis is naive to 
announce before negotiations 
that he will e limin ate certain mis- 
siles than otherwise might be 
used to win Soviet reductions. 

However, lack of specifics 
from either candidate makes it 
impossible to predict accurately 
the cost of all the proposals, said 
K osiers and Thurber. 

Bush’s proposals include a 
S3.7-biilion programme aimed at 
children of Tow-income families 
that would help provide daycare, 
more pre-school education and 
better health care. 

Plans 

Dukakis’ plans are less 
specific, but be endorsed a day- 
care plan that failed to win 
approval from Congress this 
year and that would have cost 
$2.5 billion a year. 

He proposes spending $100 
million on pre-natal health care 


that beclaims would pay for itself 
in a year because healthier new- 
borns would need less immediate 
care. 

A major Dukakis plan — to 
require all but the smallest 
employers to provide health 
insurance for their employees — 
would be “very expensive," said 
Thurber. How expensive is still a 
question. 

Dukakis claims the 
programme would be no cost to 
the federal budget, but Henry J. 
Aaron, senior fellow in economic 
studies at the Brookings Institu- 
tion, said that over time it would 
reduce tax revenues by removing 
some taxable income. 

Payments 

Employers in effect would be 
paying a .new tax because they 
would be required to make the 
insurance payments, Thurber 
said. 

Many employers already pay 
part or all of their employees' 
private health insurance. The 
programme would provide 
coverage for 22 million of the 37 


million Americans not insured. 

Bush proposesd a reduction in 
capital-gains taxes, which would 
benefit people with investments 
in the stock market and else- 
where, for an estimated cost of 
$3.9 billion a year. 

Pledge 

Bush claims the tax reduction 
would free up money for more 
private investment, creating jobs 
and stimulating the economy. He 
argues that it would help reduce 
the deficit because more people 
would be employed and paying 
taxes. 

Bush vows he would adopt 
“no new taxes” and claims he 
would allow the US deficit to be 
paid off by limitin g gover nmen t 
spending growth to the inflation 
rate. 

Bush bases his pledge in part 
on projections by Stanford 
University economist Mj chad 
Boskin, who says the deficit . 
would be greatly reduced but not 
eliminated in one four-year 
presidential term. 


US currency likely to lose more ground in coming months 

Bank governors meet to plan dollar defence 


ZURICH, Nov 6, (Reuter): 
Faced with a faltering dollar and 
a market poised to drive it even 
lower, central bank governors 
from major industrial countries 
meet in Switzerland on Monday 
to plan how best to prevent a rout 
of the US currency. 

Financial markets have been 
bearish on the dollar in the run- 
up to Tuesday's US presidential 
election, which serves as a worry- 
ing reminder of America's 
inability to reduce its doggedly 
high trade and budget deficits. 

News on Friday that US 
unemployment fell to 5.3 percent 
in October took some pressure 
off the currency by showing the 
economy was growing more 
strongly than expected, but 
analysts say the dollar will likely 
lose more ground in coming 
months. 

Disposal 

, «. * I .nil- w • I'M :i 

~ Thepolicy tools at central ban- 
kers’ disposal on the eve of the 
election may be no match for the 
simmering market bearishness 
that has been undermining the 
dollar. 

Analysis also question 
whether central banks share the 
resolve needed to pin the 
currency around current levels, 
noting only the US Federal 


Reserve Board and the Bank of 
Japan intervened to support the 
dollar last week. 

Bank ot Japan sources told 
Reuters on Wednesday the cen- 
tral bank governors’ regular 
monthly meeting at the Bank for 
International Settlements in 
Basle will focus on stabilising the 
dollar, perhaps by altering mon- 
etary policy. 

But one European monetary 
source said: “The Europeans are 
a little less ready to get involved 
in some kind of fine-tuning of 
exchange rates. They are quite 
conscious of the fact — maybe 
more than Japan and the US — 
that certain fluctuations will 
always occur and there is little 
you can do about them." 

Weakness 

European central banks lend 
to view the current dollar weak- 
c&}rcctipn,to its 
rally this year from histone lows 
at the end of last year, the source 
said. 

The Japanese yen ended last 
week below 125 to the dollar 
compared with its end-1987 
highs of around 120. The West 
German mark, trading at around 
1 .78 to the dollar is much further 
from its year-end highs of around 
1.58. 


And because inflation prosp- 
ects are greater in Europe than in 
Japan, European monetary 
authorities are loath to ease mon- 
etary policy to help prop the 
dollar, the source added. 

Such differing perspectives 
and the absense of Fed chairman 
Alan Greenspan from Monday’s 
meeting rule oul adoption of any 
broad policy changes, although 
the governors still agree they 
must work together to prevent a 
dollar free-fall. 

Decline 

“If the (dollar) decline 
accelerates and becomes more 
steep, some intervention might 
be necessary,” the source said. 

Even though the Fed stepped 
into the market repeatedly last 
week to buy dollars against yen, 
so me.. US- economists speculate 
the United States will tolerate a 
gradual^ orderly decline. . : 

Fed intervention is regarded as 
an attempt to preserve stability 
ahead ofTuesday’s election, they 
add. 

The Basle meeting is sure to 
press home to senior US mon- 
etary officials the urgency with 
which the next president must 
address the US budgeL deficit.

Move 

The government acted yester- 
day to ban imports of a string of 
consumer goods until the end of 
neat year with the aim of saving 
up to S200 million in foreign 
currency and cutting its trade 
and budgeL deficits. 

The items included cars and 
trucks, televisions and videos, air 
conditioners, domestic and 
office furniture and microwaves. 
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“Such a move is bound to raise 
some complaints but I guess the 
decision, though long overdue, is 
bound to yield positive results.” 
Adrian Darwazah, director-gen- 
eral of the Jordan Gulf Bank, 
told Reuters. 

He said it would help tocut the 
balance of payments deficit and 
make more foreign exchange 
available for basic needs. But he 
predicted that the inflation rate, 
now within single Figures, would 
rise to at least 15 per cent next 
year. 

Some bankers said demand for 
foreign currency could have been 
curbed if the government had 
taken action on imports before 
allowing the Central Bank on 
Oct 1 5 to align its dinar exchange 
rates broadly with the free 
market. 

Value 

The dinar has since lost about 
16 per cent of its value against the 
dollar. 

The government also ordered 
a 10 per cent tax on food and 
accommodation at luxury hotels 
and restaurants and an increase 
of almost 30 per cent in custom 


tariffs on luxury items not affec- 
ted by the ban. 

Annual fees for work permits, 
excluding nursing and agricul- 
ture, were raised from $51 to 220 
for Arabs and from $332 to 665 
for other foreigners. 

The economy, underpinned by 
foreign aid and remittances from 
Jordanians working abroad, had 
one of the world's fastest growth 
rates from 1974 to 19S4. 

Remittances 

But remittances have fallen 
drastically since the oil price 
slump hit neighbouring coun- 
tries and Amman says most Arab 
states have failed to honour pled- 
ges made in 1978 of $1 .25 billion 
a year in aid. 

The trade deficit totalled $700 
million in 1987, while the budget 
reached 40.6 million dinar s ($90 
million) in the first quarter of 
1988 against 71.3 million dinars 
($158 million) for the whole of 
1987. 

Car dealer Hamdi Mango said 
he could keep going for a year 
without imports. “At this point 
and given the current economic 
situation, I am not interested in 


selling cars.-I would rather go 
out and collect the money cus- 
tomers owe me,” he said. 

Suha Ahmed, a secretary earn- 
ing 160 dinars (S335) a month, 
said tearfully she could no longer 
afford a Filipino nanny to look 
after her two children while she 
went to work. 

Measures 

Economists said the new 
measures would hit the relatively 
few rich people hardest, but con- 
sumers in general would have to 
pay the price. 

“Rich people wfl] have to pay 
more to maintain their lavish liv- 
ing standards," said one econ- 
omist “The average Jordanian 
family has to rationalise its spen- 
ding, but the poor will not feel it 
badly as they will continue to buy 
basic consumer staples that are 
subsidised or priced by the gover- 
nment" 

The economists also said the 
government's decision to cut 
electricity charges by 10 per cent 
and reduce water fees by five to 
20 per cent would help to ease 
hardships. 

Wages in Jordan range from 


about 60 dinars ($1 20) monthly 
for farm workers to a little under 
200 dinars ($400) for starting 
civil servants and teachers. 

To cushion the effect on low- 
income Jordanians, Prime Mini- 
ster Zaid Rifai called for a 10 per 
cent cut in electricity bills and 
decreases ranging from 20 to 5 
per cent on water bills, depend- 
ing on consumption. 

Rifai was quoted as saying the 
decree was signed to “shift from 
the stage of growing consump- 
tion to investment, savings and 
profitable production." 

One banker said: “It seems the 
government is seriously attack- 
ing the problem ... I'm hoping 
that further steps will be taken in 
that direction. 

Funds 

The economy of this country 
of 2.8 million people depends 
heavily on funds sent home by 
workers in the Arab Gulf and by 
donations from oil countries 
there. 

Both reportedly have been 
sliding due to the fall in oil prices 
over recent years. 

“We have been living like an 


oil country the senior official 
said. “Even when the oil coun- 
tries were cautious ... we were 
not." 

Speaking a few hours before 
the measures were announced, 
he said there would soon be 
“hard decisions ... that are going 
to affect the lifestyles of the peo- 
ple... 

“There is going to be a period 
of adjustment ... not less than 
three years but within five years 
we are going (to be back) to the 
kind of life that we in Jordan can 
afford." 

Links 

Rumours of foreign currency 
shortages and political uncer- 
tainty have dented Jordan's 
dinar over the past month and 
the government has uncoupled it 
from its former links to a basket 
of foreign currencies. 

The dinar, worth $2.66 a 
month ago, was selling for $2 
yesterday on the legal free 
market. 

“You have to devalue the 
currency or float it,” the banker 
said. “It's necessary to enhance 
exports and reduce imports." 


EEC ministers to tackle issue of banking equality after ’92 
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BRUSSELS, Nov 6, (Reuter): 
European Economic Commun- 
ity finance ministers will tackle 
for the first time tomorrow the 
thorny issue of equal treatment 
for EEC and foreign-owned 
banks after the 1992 abolition of 
internal trade barriers in the 
EEC. 

Diplomats said the ministers 
would seek clarification of the 
executive commissions' 
proposals for the creation of a 
single bank! ng licence that would 
allow an EEC bank to operate 
throughout the 12-nation bloc. 

“They will want to look at the 
degree of consistency between 
verbal statements for external 
consumption and details of the 
directive," one diplomat said of 
the minister's first discussion of 
the directive that has caused 
much anxiety outside the EEC. 


The EEGs trading 
have frequently voice fears of 
being frozen out of a unified 
community market and a vague 
reference to reciprocity in the 
banking directi ve has become the 
focus of their concern. 

The commission sought to dis- 
pel those fears last month in gen- 
eral statement on the external 
effects of the unified market. It 
said there was no question of 
applying the reciprocity test to 
foreign-owned banks already 
operating in the EEC before the 
end ofl 992. 

Symposium 

But new subsidiaries of or 
acquisitions by foreign banks 
will be subject to commission 
approval after 1992 and depen- 
dent on whether EEC institutibhs 
had access to their home mark- 
ets. 


However, Paolo . Clarotti, 
head of the commission's bank- 
ing and financial establishments 
division, mentioned an impor- 
tant loophole to that rule during 
the European finance sym- 
posium in Antwerp on Saturday. 

He said the sale of a foreign 
holding company of an EEC 
bank from one foreign institu- 
tions to another would not trig- 
ger a need for commission 
approval. “This is only required 
if the direct foreign owner of such 
an EEC bank changes," he said. 

He also said that the commis- 
sion basically understood 
reciprocity to mean “national 
treatment". 

“We want our institutions to 
be treated in the same way as 
domestic institutions, but in 
some cases we will demand even- 
more," be told Reuters. 


He cited the example of Japan, 
where EEC banks could now set 
up 50 per cent joint subsidiaries 
with Japanese non-banks to deal 
in securities. Japanese banks are 
ban-edfrom dealing in securities. 

Worries 

However, the question of 
reciprocity worries not only non- 
EEC countries. EEC member 
states with strong banking sec- 
tors, such as Britain and West 
Germany fear that their financial 
centres will be hostage to entirely 
foreign disputes. 

For example, a Japanese bank 
might end up being denied access 
to London or Frankfurt because 
Tokyo does not allow Greek 
banks to operate in Japan. 

But Clarotti said the commis- 
sion was now looking at a for- 
mula for limited access of foreign 
subsidiaries to just one market. 


Bankers at the Antwerp sym- 
posium said such a move was 
likely to defuse much of the 
opposition to the directive. 

An issue closely linked to the 
banking directive and the grant- 
ing of a single EEC banking 
licence is the harmonisation of 
some basic rules for banks. 

The ministers will also attempt 
to settle a long-running dispute 
over a proposal to protect inves- 
tors by forcing issuers of any lis- 
ted and unlisted securities to 
publish a prospectus before laun- 
ching an offer. 

Britain, West Germany, Lux- 
embourg and Ireland strongly 
oppose the inclusion of so-called 
Eurosecurities in the directive, 
arguing that such a move would 
drive that market out of the com- 
munity's financial centres to 
rival locations such as Zurich.

China plays off South Korea,

China's new strategy was 
unveiled at a major Sino-Japan- 
ese symposium on Thursday and 
Friday in Beijing attended by 70 
top Japanese bankers and indus- 
trialists. Chinese officials 
berated Japanese caution and 
welcomed firms from South 
Korea. 

Kuo Dongpo, a top trade 
official, toldthevisitorsihatasof 
March this year Japan accounted 
for only four per cent of total 
investment in China despite 
soaring Japanese investment in 
other countries because of the

Ziyang told the Japanese 
delegates that foreign firms wan- 
ting to invest in China would face 
increasing competition. 

Beijing's confidence results 
from rising foreign investment in 
China and the fact that firms in 
anti-communist South Korea 
and Taiwan are, for the first time

An Asian diplomat said that 
South Korea wanted to improve 
links with China as part of its 
strategy of improving relations 
with the communist world and 
isolating North Korea.

“Chinese officials say they 
want direct contact with South 
Korea and do not want Japanese 
and Americans as middlemen. 
This is just what South Koreans 
want to hear,” he said. 

Chinese business sources 
estimate trade with South Korea 
this year will be worth S3 billion, 
up from $1.8 billion in 1987 and 
more than five times China's 
trade with North Korea in 1987. 

The Japanese banker said that, 
politically, Japan welcomed bet- 
ter relations between China and 
South Korea because it would 
make East Asia more peaceful 
and promote overall trade.

Kuwaiti invest- 
ment companies and local banks 
are playing a major role in this 
respect, the official said.

ADDIS ABABA, Nov 6. 
(Reuter): African economies, 
rescued by good rains and crops, 
may in 1988 more than double 
last year’s meagre growth, the 
continent's most prominent 
economist said. 

But on average Africans will 
again be worse off, the UN Eco- 
nomic Commission for Africa 
(ECA) executive secretary, 
Adebayo AdedjL told Reuters in 
an interview today. 

“If, as we expect, food produc- 
tion grows by three F* r cent 
which is more or less the popula- 
tion growth, I think the overall 
Gross Domestic Product (GDP) 
might rise 2.0-2.5 per rant,” he 
said. 

His forecast exceeds the 0.8 per 
cent growth achieved last year 
but remains far short of what he 
said was needed to put the 
world's poorest continent on the 
road to sustained recovery. 

For that, he said, the African 
economy had to expand “at least 
five per rant” — far outstripping 
the growth in the estimated 550 
million population which it now 
feeds. 

He railed for more debt relief, 
a boost in the net flow of resour- 
ces from industrialised nations to 
Africa and a new economic order 
ensuring better prices and 
assured markets for the contin- 
ent’s farm and mineral exports to 


help it recover. 

Adedji welcomed a scries of 
initiatives over the past two years 
by industrialised nations and aid 
agencies to ease the burden of 
Africa's $220 billion foreign 
debt 


But more remained to be done 
for the poorest of the poor, so far 
the main beneficiaries, while 
middle-income countries like, 
Nigeria, Ivory Coast and those in 
North Africa deserved greater 
attention.

The four-year-old daughter of 
Nureyev, who is being retired to 
become a broodmare after 16 
races, closed out her career with a 
one-length victory after catching 
British-bred SLeinlen a furlong 
from the finish. 

English colt Warning, the bel- 
ting favourite, finished a disap- 
pointing 1 i ih on a soggy grass 
course that Irish jockey Pat 
Eddery called the worst of his 
career.

Alysheba has steadily added to

McEnroe sails 
past Chesnokov 

ANTWERP, Belgium, Nov 6, 
(Reuter): John McEnroe beat 
Andrei Chesnokov of the Soviet 
Union 6-1 7-5 6-2 today to win 
the European Community Ten- 
nis Championship.

Returned 

"But I was very careful at the 
beginning," said Becker. "I 
moved very badly, but I had very 
good serves and that helped me.

Becker served and returned 
powerfully against the unseeded 
Lundgren, losingjust 10 points in 
his service games in the last two 
sets. 

The former two-time Wim- 


bledon champion took com- 
mand as he broke serve for a 1-0 
lead in the second set. He won the 
set in just 26 minutes, adding 
service breaks in game five and 
seven. 

In the opening set, Lundgren 
had four break points but each 
time Becker came up with a big 
serve. In yesterday's semifinal 
against Dan Goldie of the United 
States, Becker’s powerful 
delivery helped him stave off nine 
break points. 

Becker, who’s ranked fifth in 
the world, won 14 points in a row 
during one spell. 

The victory was worth 
$126,500 for Becker, who also 
won the Tokyo Grand Prix in his 
comeback late last month after 
being injured for six weeks. 

Becker's sixth Grand Prix win 
of the year matched the leading 
totals of Andre Agassi of the 
United States and Mats Wi lan- 
der of Sweden.
